The year 2010 saw continuing upgrades to the roadways of Brookfield. Eaton 
Road was re-done, with the lower portion being re-paved and the upper portion 
receiving some gravel. Work was performed as well on Tumble Down Dick Road, 
Walker Road, and Tucker Road. 


Brookfield completed it Revaluation in 2010. The Town is now back at 100% 
evaluation. With property values taking a dip, the Selectmen were able to keep the 
rate from climbing too much. Our Tax Rate only rose 6 cents per thousand dollars. 
Though some property owners saw an increase in their taxes, most residents 
actually saw a decrease in their property taxes. 


We were also able to maintain our Town’s unreserved funds from at eleven 
percent. These “Unreserved Funds” are the funds the Town has available to them 
in case of emergency. Having a healthy unreserved fund means the Selectmen 
have the power to buy down the tax rate if needed, it also means not having to 
borrow monies in emergencies. 


Pam Frazier resigned as Assessor Clerk this past September and Selectman Evans 
stepped in to fill the position until the Board of Selectmen could hire a 
replacement. On February 23, 2011 Jessica Robischeau of Brookfield, started her 
first day as Brookfield’s new Assessor Clerk. Congratulations and Welcome 
Aboard Jessica. 


The Town has purchased and installed two defibulators, one in the Town House 
and one in the Town Hall. Janet Williamson gave the Selectmen and Joint Loss 
Management Committee their training on the defibulators. 


The Selectmen appreciate the efforts, input and support of everyone who volunteer 
to help make this a community we can all be proud to live in. For more 
information on how you can get involved, please visit our Town Web Site at 
www.brookfieldnh.org, The website is still a work in progress we thank Jennifer 
Sonricker and Jim Murfey for their tireless efforts in building and maintaining it.

I have 
posted them on both town bulletin boards. I will read them at the beginning of 
Town Meeting this year. Possibly Craig will find room to publish them in this 
report and perhaps they will be posted on the town website. 


I hope you all agree that having rules everyone has had the chance to read is fair to 
all. Certainly having only a few people know the rules is not fair. However, in this 
as anything else, the town is free to overrule me by simple majority vote. 


Going forward, the next election after this one in March will be the Presidential 
Primary. As always, the date will be in question until announced.

RULES OF PROCEDURE FOR BROOKFIELD TOWN MEETING 
March 8, 2011 


By state law (RSA 40:4, I) the Moderator sets the rules and procedures of the 
meeting. We will not follow Robert's Rules of Order or any other complicated . 
rules of parliamentary procedure. Instead, we will follow my rules. I cannot 
promise to run a perfect meeting, but I will do my best to run a fair meeting. 
Ultimately, though, this is your meeting. By majority vote, you can change my 
rules, or overrule any decision I make. 


js Rules for Debate 


a) Only registered voters may speak unless a majority of the voters present decide 
otherwise. 
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b) Those wishing to be recognized should raise their hands or stand. Once the 
Moderator recognizes you, please state your full name. 

c) Only one person — the one recognized by the Moderator — may speak at any 
one time. 

d) All speakers are expected to direct the debate to the Moderator, and no 
conversations directed to others on the floor will be allowed. 

e) When you have the floor to speak, you should address the issue under 
consideration or you may be ruled out of order. 

f) Any voter may question a procedural ruling by the Moderator by asking to 
appeal the ruling to the body as a whole. A simple majority is required to overrule 
the Moderator. 

g) Questions about the process are encouraged, as it may often seem confusing, but 
everyone should remember that debate leading to decision is the primary purpose 
of the meeting. 


2 Voting on Articles 


a) The Moderator will not accept motions to “call the question” until, in his 
judgment, all have had a fair opportunity to express their views. 

b) The Moderator will not accept motions to “table” or “indefinitely postpone” an 
article. If citizens want to dispose of an article, they should simply vote the article 
down. This prevents the confusion of people having to vote positively to dispose 
of an article. 

c) The Moderator will only accept motions to “pass over” an article if more than 
one article on the warrant addresses the same question, and then only for the 
purpose of not confusing a decision reached by the meeting. 

d) Only one reconsideration of an article will be recognized. 

e) Seven voters are required to question my ruling on the outcome of a vote. If a 
voice vote is questioned, we will have a show of hands and/ or a division of the 
house. If the vote remains in question, we will have a secret ballot. This must 
happen before any other business occurs. 


AS Amendments 


a) Motions to amend an article must be in writing. The Clerk will have paper and 
pencils. 

b) The Moderator will allow consideration of no more than one amendment at a 
time. /.e., no motions to amend a motion to amend. 

c) Amendments which simply negate the intent of the motion — such as inserting 
the word “not” — will be ruled out of order as they confuse people as to which way 
they intend to vote. To repeat: If citizens want to dispose of an article, they should 
simply vote the article down.

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Gafney Library 


Again the library has experienced increased usage, to the point that it became 
impossible to judge the number of people using library services on a given day. 
Each year the library grows and is at the point where its seams are ready to burst. 
We must discard any book not checked out later than 2006 in order to include new 
items on bookshelves. Patrons sit on the floor to read or use laptops. We are 
unable to provide space for student study and research. The number of programs 
has been downsized because of space constraints. New cardholders this year 
numbered 232. 


To address the space issue a Phase I and Phase II study have been completed by a 
library consultant. Phase I indicated the library is doing the job of a library three 
times its size and should be about 12,000 square feet in size. Phase II provided a 
layout report based on community use and library standards. Kayla Casperonis, 
longtime library patron and recent graduate from Norwich College with a masters 
degree in architecture, provided the library with three proposals based on the 
consultant’s Phase II report. Now funding must be addressed. Though economic 
times make it difficult to consider raising funds for a new or expanded library, use 
of the library has increased as a result of this economy. Increased resume 
preparation, online job searches and applications, Internet use - all are explanations 
for the rise in library use. The number of items circulating...books, audiobooks, 
movies, interlibrary loans....increased by 9% over 2009. Over 1,600 requests 
were made to other libraries to borrow items for our patrons. All indications point 
to the fact that we are under serving our Wakefield-Brookfield population. 


Fundraising continues to be an important role and this past year our second annual 
wreath sale, annual appeal and Gafney Giver program on Pride Day helped 
provide some necessary funding. In addition Peter Abate, Gafney Art Exhibit 
Coordinator, held a successful month long art raffle in July and Donna, Andy and 
Zach Egan organized a successful Walk & Run for Books in August. Much of this 
funding went to offset the loss of $20,000 worth of books, audiobooks and movies 
lost in the flooding of the Youth Library last March. Grants for the books were 
applied for and received by the Libri Foundation and CLF (Children’s Literacy 
Fund). As part of the CLF grant, an author story time and follow up author visit 
took place for students at Paul School. 


Library Assistants Jennifer Rich and Jan King mobilized library volunteers to put 
in over 1200 hours of service in 2010, working in the adult and youth areas, on 
special projects and checking out and shelving circulating items. Howie Knight 
again headed the AARP IRS preparation program on Mondays while the library is 
closed and helped over 100 residents prepare tax returns. Exhibit Coordinator 
Peter Abate arranged spectacular monthly art exhibits and several artist receptions 
took place. 
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Over 979 books and 22,500 minutes were recorded and read by those who 
participated in the 2010 youth summer reading program “Make a Splash.” 110 
people registered for the program and 71 were active. Over 88 adults and 157 
children attended the 21 programs as part of this annual library event. 117 
children and adults were astounded by Scott Jameson, magician, in July as the 
culmination event of the summer reading program. 


Children’s Librarian Diane Cassidy continues to provide story times and 
programming for children of all ages. A monthly homeschool program is well 
attended as is the monthly Lego Club. 


The Gafney Knit Wits, a library knitting program organized by library assistant 
Janice King, met weekly to work on individual projects and a project that provided 
helmet caps for soldiers in Afghanistan. 


More than 92 people signed up to study at the Gafney Library Literacy Program 
held in rented off site space at the Greater Wakefield Resource Center in Union. 
Those students attended the center 405 times total. GED statistics beat all past 
years with 31 students sitting for tests, 109 total tests administered, 103 tests 
passed and 19 students passing the entire battery of five tests to obtain a GED. 
Ages ranged from 17 to 60. The literacy staff led by library director Beryl 
Donovan consists of Rosemary Stewart, Program Coordinator, Dot Currier GED 
Coordinator, Sharon Norby and Lisa Kimball Intake Assessment specialists and 
tutors; GED Examiners Ginny Schweitzer, Pam Knight and Bev Dirksen. 


Library Director Beryl Donovan and Children’s Librarian Diane Cassidy 
completed a three year co-chair position in the Rochester Area Library 
Cooperative (RALI) in September. All NH libraries are divided by the NH State 
Library into various co-ops each containing approximately 20 libraries. The 
purpose of the coop is to improve library services through the exchange of 
information and resources by providing workshops and materials. 


The Friends of Wakefield Libraries was active in supporting summer reading 
materials, scholarships for GED tests, underwriting the long range planning 
projects and magazines for the library. The Friends meet the second Wednesday at 
the Pub at 12:30 and invite anyone interested to call the library at 522-3401 for 
more information. 


The Gafney Library Board of Directors is comprised of residents of Wakefield and 
Brookfield. President Carol Jeffery, Vice President Toni Sanborn, Treasurer Stan 
Lombara and Assistant Treasurer Tom Lavender, Secretary Aru’vah Ferrill, 
Directors at Large Janet Gould, Marcia Hodsdon, Catherine Mills, Giannina 
Reilly, Sharon Thieling, Barbara Wadleigh and alternates Kim Lawrence and, 
Phung Mercier meet once a month on the third Wednesday at 
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5:00 to address policy issues and plan fundraising. The public is welcomed. 


Lastly, without the support of the Towns of Wakefield and Brookfield, the many 
patrons, and volunteers the library would be but a shell. Thank you.

Archivist Report 


Processing of the town records continued with a focus on minutes of various 
Committees and Commission and updating of the Planning Board minutes. Large 
stacking shelves were purchased for the storage of large plats, and the arrangement 
of subdivision plats have been started. Archival map folders were also purchased 
to aid in the storage of these large format files. 


I devoted many hours to working on a database of burials in the dozens of 
graveyards in the town. While we have a 70 year old database of the burial 
grounds and who was buried in them up until the 1940’s, the dates for births and 
deaths of the individuals are missing. The database has been put into an Excel 
datasheet, and gradually, where possible, the missing dates are being retrieved 
from other town records. 


Additionally, I photocopied from the collection of Annual Reports the vital records 
which are published each year at the back of the Annual Report. These have been 
arranged in a 3-ring binder for research purposes. They await a name index. 
Annual Reports were first published in the last quarter of the 19" century, and are 
a great source of information about various aspects of the town. The town has an 
almost complete set in the vault. 


I also photocopied the warrants from each town meeting as they are found 
published in the same Annual Reports. This binder only contains the warrant 
articles. The deciding vote on each article will have to be retrieved from the town 
record books and added to each article. 


The usual inquiries about town history and vital records were handled as they 
came from various sources. Several town histories have been sold over the year.

Emergency Management Director 


2010 was an uneventful year from the standpoint of Emergency Management. The 
weather cooperated for the most part, but we did experience some very hot days 
during the summer. 


Two Automatic External Defibrillators (AED) were purchased for placement in 
the Town House and Office Building. If anyone would like training on them, 
please let me know and I will arrange it. 


The necessary equipment to setup the Amateur Radio Emergency Communications 


Center was purchased, which included an antenna, cable and power supply. 
Amateur Radio operators will provide their own radios as 
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needed. During larger scale disasters and emergencies it is possible that 
commercial communications would be interrupted. If this happens, the ARECC 
will be able to provide the town Emergency Operations Center with 
communications to local and state wide public safety agencies including the State 
Emergency Operations Center as well as area hospitals. 


Hopefully, 2011 will prove to be no more eventful than 2010 but remember to 
always be prepared for an emergency. Maintain a supply of bottles water, canned 
and dried food, flashlights and lanterns, personal items and any medications you 
may require. The Town House will be open during emergencies for drinking 
water and cooking facilities and as a shelter as needed.

Conservation Commission 


The Conservation Commission was formed to provide oversight of Brookfield’s 
natural resources. Please contact us before beginning any wetlands work such as 
installing a dock or culvert. 


In March Sang Curtis stepped down as Chairperson of the Conservation 
Commission due to a pending move out of town. The commission thanked her for 
her tireless efforts on behalf of the community. 


On April 24" the commission sponsored a Town Cleanup day. The very 
successful cleanup was held directly after the Selectmen’s Earth Day Breakfast. 
As a reward the group New Hampshire the Beautiful gave us 400 daffodil bulbs, 
which should pop up around town in the spring. 


As part of Old Home Day on August 14", the commission led a family oriented 
hike up Tumbledown Dick Trail. Over 20 residents made the trek on a beautiful 
summer day. Trail guides for other hikes in town were left at the town house for 
those wishing to do solo hikes. In addition, informational posters about our forests 
were displayed throughout the day. 


In September we sent a member to Portsmouth for an update on the health of the 
Great Bay Estuaries. Unfortunately we learned that ecosystem is in decline due in 
part to fertilization run off from towns upstream — including Brookfield. We’ve 
made an attempt to inform residents to use only the minimum amount needed of 
low-phosphorus fertilizer, which contains slow release nitrogen.

Finally, the group Rails-to-Trails is looking for Brookfield residents to help with 
the conversion of the old Wakefield/Wolfeboro railroad line to walking and biking 
paths.

Fire-Ambulance Department 


2010 was a busy year with a 6% increase in EMS calls and a 22% increase in fire 
calls. We operate 4 fulltime Firefighter/EMT personnel to make up coverage 6AM 
to 6PM 7day a week and call personnel the remaining time. 


In keeping with the replacement schedule we have in place, we replaced the 2001 
Crown Victoria with a 2010 SUV command vehicle. This vehicle will carry 
equipment for first response to fires as well as motor vehicle accidents. We traded 
in the 1996 International Ambulance toward a 2010 PL Custom Ambulance. This 
Ambulance is the first due, and the 2003 Ambulance was moved to the backup 
Ambulance. 


The Wakefield Fire and Ambulance responded to a total of 977 calls in 2010:

Road Committee 
In 2010 the Capitol Road Improvement Appropriation was $25,000 so the projects 


completed were limited to the rebuilding of the beginning of Eaton Road and the 
re-graveling of sections of Tumbledown Dick Road. 
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The paved roads continue to be in fair to good condition but sand sealing or 
asphalt overlay needs to be considered on some sections to minimize deterioration. 


The Committee recommendation for 2011 is to rebuild the beginning of Tibbitts 
Hill Road and rebuilding a section of Stoneham Road beginning on the westerly 
side of the Four Corners and traveling easterly toward the Wakefield town line. 
These sections of road are in very poor condition. The recommended capitol 
appropriation for these projects in 2011 is $75,000. 


Additional projects for 2012 and beyond include: the continued paving of 
Stoneham Road, paving the sand sealed sections of Lyford Road, Brice Drive, 
Moose Mountain Road and Pike Brook Road and many smaller scale projects. 


The Road Committee continues to work on a prioritized list of capitol projects and 
looks forward to working with the Capitol Improvements Program Committee to 
determine recommended annual appropriations.

The Heritage Commission meets officially on the first Wednesday night of each 
month. At the present time we have 5 Commission members and | alternate, 
which also includes a Selectman’s representative. 


In February 2010 the Commission held the 2™ annual Valentine’s Breakfast, 
serving delicious french toast to all. The Town House looked very festive with 
decorations and copies of antique valentines. Susan Brown had done research on 
the history of Valentine’s Day and a copy of the article was given to all that 
attended. Carolyn Chase had an antique valentine exhibit on display. 


On June 16" the Heritage Commission collaborated with the Brookfield Bloomers 
and the Wakefield Heritage Commission to present a program by John Forti. 
John’s topic for the evening was Heirloom and Native Plants — A Living History. 
It was an illustrated talk that brought to life the unique and living history of plants 
that have a defining presence in our region. It explored the significance of 
heirloom/open-pollinated plants and gives voice to the history they keep alive. 


August saw the Heritage Commission celebrate the 2" annual Old Home Day with 
the Memphis style B-B-Q cooked by Rick and DJ Surrette with help from Mike 
Tsaltas, the Heritage Commission and volunteers from the community. The dinner 
was followed by a contra-dance. 
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During the year we have been working on obtaining a “Conditions Assessment 
Survey” of both the Town House and the Churchill School Building. We have 
contacted 2 historic preservation organizations and have spent much time talking 
with individuals from both organizations about giving the town a written long- 
range plan and structural review of both buildings. In 2010 the Town House saw 
its 187" Town Meeting. Our goal is to continue to work with the Board of 
Selectmen in ensuring the preservation of this town landmark.

This past year the Planning Board continued its focus on the Site Plan Review for 
the Moose Mountain Recreational Area. Other hearing involved a lot line 
adjustment, a subdivision, maintenance requirements to a scenic road and a 
proposal to amend the Zoning Ordinance. 


After careful deliberation the Planning Board has proposed Zoning Ordinance 
changes in order to minimize legal challenges and will, if passed, clarify language 
to conform to Brookfield’s Master Plan and the RSA’s. 


In its continuing effort to reduce costs, the Board has voted to freeze its budget to 
2010 levels and in order to diminish expenditures still meets only once per month 
— on the second Monday at 6:30 pm.

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Police Department 


The Mission: 


Community policing is the key! Our goal is to work with the community in a 
problem solving approach. We rely on you to help us solve crimes and problems. 
My goal is to keep our unique Town atmosphere and not let negative trends and 
influences affect our lifestyle. The men and women of this department believe 
strongly in protecting your safety and preserving our community. 


Policing Efforts in 2010: 


Grant funded patrols — we conducted several patrols through cooperative 
grants. Speed patrols, DWI, & area wide DWI patrols, DWI Check point, 
and Youth alcohol prevention patrols. 

Although Calls for service keep increasing we have increased presence on 
patrol by streamlining our reports, and coordination of response efforts. 
We are still involved with the Carroll County drug task force, and have 
made several substantial reductions to the drug flow in Town. 

Although accidents as a whole have risen, we have experienced a 
reduction in the frequency of serious and fatal motor vehicle accidents 
throughout Town. 

We have broken several crime sprees keeping our crime rate much lower 
than area Towns which have seen a dramatic increase in burglaries and 
other crime. 

We have implemented Animal control duties to the Department. 

We have seen an increase in the Calls for service. Excluding Animal 
control calls, the calls are up about 10%; although serious crime reports 
are only slightly higher. 

We sent our Officers through defensive driving and accident avoidance 
training this year, hoping to reduce the likelihood of a serious crash. 

We continue to offer the SEALED program at the Paul School and other 
local crime prevention seminars at the public safety building. 


Animal Control: 


The implementation of Animal Control has been very successful. Our 
new ACO Fred Guldbrandsen has completed the part time police 
academy, and animal cruelty investigations. He has been utilizing the new 
Kennel and ACO cruiser. The program is working out very effectively. 
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When ACO Guldbrandsen is not available, other Police Officers handle 
the remaining calls. 


Improvements: 


We have implemented a “Less Than Lethal” program. We have trained 
Officers and equipped cruisers with shot guns for less than lethal 
deployment. The shot guns fire a ballistic bean bag which can 
incapacitate a person, and possibly give the officer another choice in a life 
or death situation. 

We are working to improve sexual assault and child pornography 
investigations, and are incorporating improved detection and investigative 
techniques. 

We are implementing some crime prevention classes for the public, 
including Fraud protection, hard targets property safeguards, home 
firearm protection and safety. 

We are working to establish an investigator network throughout the 
County for information sharing in an effort to solve more crime.

Officer of the Year: 

The members of the Police Department have voted for Michael Fenton as Officer 
of the Year. Michael is full of energy and common sense. He is doing a great job! 
During this year I also gave Michael a commendation for his bravery during an 
armed standoff where his calm and skillful actions prevented the use of deadly 


force.
